American Airlines used to bill itself 
as “something special in the air,” 
and it was. 

It was the first airline to offer 
curbside check-in. The first with 


eral bankruptcy court. AMR Corp., 
American’s parent company, was 
$29.6 billion in debt and had only 
$24.7 billion in assets. In the past 
decade, other airlines cut expens- 
es in bankruptcy reorganizations. 
American plodded along with high 
labor costs and aging, gas-guzzling 


jets. Other airlines found merger 
partners. American was left with 
little spare cash to make improve- 
ments or take risks. 

Some of American’s 78,000 
workers will almost certainly lose 
their jobs or have their pay or pen- 
sions cut. Its creditors will lose 


who fly American Airlines each day, 
the bankruptcy filing should have 
little noticeable impact. American 
continues to operate flights, honor 
tickets and take reservations. It says 
its frequent-flier program will be un- 
affected. Thomas W. Horton, who will 
replace Gerard Arpey as CEO, said 
American will probably cut flights 
“modestly" while it reorganizes.

After new allegations,

Herman Cain told aides Tuesday 
he is assessing whether the latest 
allegations of inappropriate sexu- 
al behavior against him “create too 
much of a cloud” for his GOP presi- 
dential candidacy to go forward. 

Acknowledging the “firestorm” 
arising from an accusation of infi- 
delity Cain only committed to keep- 
ing his campaign schedule for the 
next several days, in a conference 
call with his senior staff. 

“If a decision is made different 
than to plow ahead, you all will be 
the first to know,” he said, accord- 
ing to a transcript of the call made 
by the National Review, which lis- 
tened to the conversation. 

It was the first time doubts 
about Cain’s continued candidacy 


had surfaced from the candidate 
himself. As recently as Tuesday 
morning, a campaign spokesman 
had stated unequivocally that Cain 
would not quit. 

Cain denied anew that he had 
an extramarital affair with Ginger 
White, the Georgia woman who 
went public a day earlier with alle- 
gations they had been intimate for 
13 years. “It was just a friendship 
relationship,” he said on the call, 
according to the transcript. “That 


being said, obviously, this is a cause 
for reassessment.” 

He went on: “With this latest 
one, we have to do an assessment 
as to whether or not this is going 
to create too much of a cloud, in 
some people’s minds, as to wheth- 
er or not they would be able to sup- 
port us going forth.”

Pressure Builds on Europe for Debt Fix 


$10.7B loan to Greece 
OK’d amid efforts 
to protect the euro 

Brussels 

Eurozone ministers threw a life- 
line to Greece on Tuesday as they 
scrambled to prevent financial 
chaos from spreading and driving 
Europe’s common euro currency 
into a catastrophic breakup. 

The monthly meeting of 17 
nations was dominated by attempts 
to keep Greece afloat and find 
enough money to coat a veneer of 
credibility over Europe’s rescue 


fund, which is supposed to be a 
firewall against financial conta- 
gion, needs to be expanded from 
$587 billion to something like 
$1.3 trillion. 

Markets rose for the second day 
Tuesday on hopes that the enor- 
mous pressures on the ministers 
would produce some results. 

The finance ministers approved 
the next installment of Greece’s 
bailout loan — $10.7 billion. With- 
out that money, Greece would have 
run out of cash before Christmas, 
unable to pay employees or provide 
services. Two officials in Brussels 
reported the development. 

The installment is part of a 


$150 billion bailout from eurozone 
nations and the International Mon- 
etary Fund that Greece has been 
dependent on since May 2010. 

Officials at the meeting dis- 
cussed ideas that until recent- 
ly were taboo: countries ceding 
budgetary sovereignty to a central 
authority — EU headquarters. 

Strengthening financial gover- 
nance is being touted as one way 
the eurozone can escape its debt 
crisis, which has forced Greece, Ire- 
land and Portugal into bailouts and 
threatens to engulf Italy, the euro- 
zone’s third-largest economy. 

An even more radical solution 
was proposed Tuesday by the head

of Germany’s exporters associa- 
tion: urging Greece and Portugal 
to leave the eurozone. 

Countries outside the eurozone 
heaped on the pressure, fearing 
drastic consequences if the euro 
were to fail. Bank lending would 
freeze worldwide, stock markets 
would likely crash, European econ- 
omies would go into a freefall and 
the U.S. and Asia would take a big 
hit as their exports to Europe col- 
lapsed. 

The task of agreeing on grand 
changes that might save the euro- 
zone will likely fall to leaders 
attending a Dec. 9 summit in Brus- 
sels.

Libya’s new government said Tues- 
day that some prisoners held by rev- 
olutionary forces have been abused, 
but insisted the mistreatment was 
not systematic and pledged to tack- 
le the problem. 

The acknowledgment comes a 
day after the U.N. released a report 
detailing alleged torture in lockups 
controlled by the forces that over- 
threw dictator Moammar Gadhafi. 
The report says that revolutionar- 
ies hold about 7,000 people, many 
of them sub-Saharan Africans who 
are in some cases accused of being 
mercenaries hired by Gadhafi. 

Libya’s leaders are eager to 
assure the world of their commit- 
ment to democracy and human 
rights.

Norway Shooter Declared Insane 


Oslo, Norway 

Confessed mass killer Anders Beh- 
ring Breivik belongs in psychiat- 
ric care instead of prison, prosecu- 
tors in Norway said Tuesday after 
a mental evaluation declared him 
legally insane during a bomb-and- 
shooting rampage that killed 77 
people this summer. 

The court-ordered assessment 
found that the self-styled anti-Mus- 
lim militant was psychotic during 
the July 22 attacks, which would 
make him mentally unfit to be con- 
victed and imprisoned for Norway’s 
worst peacetime massacre. 

The report, written by two psy- 
chiatrists, will be reviewed by a 
forensic panel before an Oslo court 



Backstory 

Anders Behring 
Breivik, 32, has 

confessed to set- 
ting off a bomb in 
Oslo, Norway, on 
July 22, killing eight 
people, then opening fire at the gov- 
erning Labor Party’s youth summer 
camp on Utoya island, killing 69 peo- 
ple.

rules on his mental state. 

Their conclusions surprised 
many outside experts and contrast- 
ed with earlier comments by the 
head of the review panel, who said 
in late July that it was unlikely that 


Breivik would be declared insane 
because the attacks were so care- 
fully planned and executed. 

But prosecutors said the report 
describes a paranoid schizophrenic 
living in a “delusional universe.” 

In Norway, an insanity defense 
requires that a defendant be in a 
state of psychosis while committing 
the crime. That means the defen- 
dant has lost contact with reality 
to the point that he’s no longer in 
control of his own actions. 

Breivik’s trial is set to begin in 
April. If declared mentally fit and 
convicted of terrorism, he would 
face up to 21 years in prison or 
an alternative custody deal that 
could keep him behind bars indef- 
initely. (AP)

Hard-line Iranian protesters stormed 
British diplomatic compounds Tuesday, 
hauling down the Union Jack, torching 
an embassy vehicle and pelting build- 
ings with petrol bombs in what began 
as an apparent state-approved show of 
anger over the latest Western sanctions 
to punish Tehran for defiance over its 
nuclear program. 

The hours-long assault on the British 
Embassy and a residential complex for 
staff — in chaotic scenes reminiscent of 
the seizing of the U.S. Embassy in 1979 
— could push already frayed diplomatic 
ties toward the breaking point.

Strained Relations 

Iran's tensions with Britain date back to the 19th century, 
when the Persian monarchy gave huge industrial concessions 
to London, which later included significant control over Iran’s 
oil industry. American relations with the country have also 
notably been troubled, too. A few major examples: 

1953 ln 1953, Britain and the U.S. helped organize a coup that 
overthrew a nationalist prime minister and restored the 
pro-Western shah to power.

day to downgrade relations with Brit- 
ain, one of America’s closest allies with 
diplomatic envoys in Tehran. 

Calling Tuesday’s attack “outrageous 
and indefensible,” British Prime Minis- 
ter David Cameron said that Iran’s fail- 
ure to defend the embassy and its staff 
was a disgrace and would have “seri- 
ous consequences.” He said all embas- 
sy staff had been accounted for and 
praised Britain’s ambassador to Iran 
for handling a “dangerous situation 
with calm and professionalism.” 

Sorting out who to blame may be dif- 
ficult. The late-afternoon demonstration 
outside the British Embassy was orga- 
nized by pro-government groups at uni- 
versities and Islamic seminaries, and 
could not have taken place without offi- 
cial sanction. However, such anti-West- 
ern rallies often draw ultraconservative 
factions such as the basiji, a paramili- 
tary group run by the powerful Revolu- 
tionary Guard that is directly controlled 
by Iran’s ruling theocracy.

Riot police initially clashed with 
mobs in attempts to hold them back, 
but protesters surged past cordons and 
scaled the walls at the embassy complex, 
which they pelted with petrol bombs and 
stones. Flames shot out of a sport utility 
vehicle parked outside the brick build- 
ing and occupiers tossed papers appar- 
ently looted from an office. 

It was not immediately clear Tues- 
day whether the protesters entered the 
main embassy building or only reached 
auxiliary sites. In another part of Teh- 
ran, the official IRNA news agency said 
about 300 protesters entered a complex 
used for embassy staff and other offi- 
cials and replaced British flags with 
Iranian ones. 

Iranian media said six workers were 
detained by protesters at that site — 
with some describing them as hostages 
— but the semiofficial Fars news agen- 
cy said they were released after nego- 
tiations with police. Their nationali- 
ties were not given. Britain’s Foreign 
Secretary William Hague downplayed 
suggestions of a hostage situation, say- 
ing there had been “confusing” reports 
coming out of Iran. 

By nightfall — more than three hours 
after the assaults began — Iranian 
authorities appeared to have regained 
control of both British compounds. But 
sporadic clashes persisted, including 
some where police fired tear gas to dis- 
perse crowds, according to Fars. Some 
protesters were arrested, it said.

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Metro Mulls Another Fare Hike 


Transit authority may 
increase fees to help 
with $124M shortfall 

Transit 

Metro riders could see a fare hike 
next year as the transit authori- 
ty faces a projected $124 million 
shortfall. 

The preliminary operating bud- 
get for fiscal year 2013, which starts 
July 1, estimates revenue will drop 
$3 million to $809 million and 
expenses will rise $121 million to 
$1.5 billion. If area jurisdictions 
that help fund Metro don’t make up 
the difference, Metro would have to 
look elsewhere for the money. 


Fare increases would be one 
option. The transit authority last 
raised rider fees in 2010, when the 
agency enacted the most expansive 
increase in its history. Under a 2007 
Metro board policy, the authority 
can raise fares every two years and 
tie the adjustment to the consum- 
er price index. 

“We have to figure out what is 
an acceptable adjustment for expen- 
ditures?” said Tom Downs, a board 
member from the District. “What’s 
acceptable for the jurisdictions to 
pay in terms of an increased subsi- 
dy when all of the regional players 
are feeling a lot of pain? What’s the 
balance for a fare number?” 

Riders say a fare increase 
would be unfair, especially after

the increases last year. 

Benjamin Ross, chairman of the 
advocacy group Transit First, said 
the region “manages to find money 
for all these big road projects,” such 


as the Intercounty Connector and 
construction in Northern Virginia, 
but does not fund transit enough. 
“There really needs to be a change 
in priorities,” he said. “When the 
cost goes up you lose riders.” 

Metro also faces higher expens- 
es. Labor costs are forecast to rise 
$22 million. Half of that increase 
is due to the impact of a 9 percent 
retroactive wage increase Metro 
was court-ordered to give its 
employees, officials said. Accord- 
ing to Metro, the rest is due in part 
to the agency’s paying roughly 
$8 million a quarter in overtime 
as the agency pursues an aggres- 
sive capital plan to fix the deteri-

Gov. Seeks to Shrink Government 


McDonnell suggests 
eliminating agencies, 
cutting Va. boards 

Richmond, Va. 

Gov. Robert McDonnell announced 
Tuesday that he is recommending 
eliminating two state agencies; cut- 
ting 19 boards and commissions; and 
deregulating three professions. 

It’s part of his ongoing effort to 
reshape and shrink state govern- 
ment — one of his signature cam- 
paign promises. 

McDonnell, a Republican, made 
the recommendations to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The Department of 


Planning and Budget estimates the 
proposals will save at least $2 mil- 
lion per year. 

McDonnell also issued two exec- 
utive directives Tuesday to imple- 
ment the commission’s admin- 
istrative recommendations that 
will allow for better cooperation 
among agencies; implement more 
streamlined purchasing of energy, 
water, waste and document man- 
agement services; and provide for 
a more advanced travel and human 
resources management system. 

“We must strive for a smaller, 
smarter government that spends 
the limited taxpayer dollars of 
our hardworking citizens wise- 
ly and prudently,” McDonnell

Woman Accused 
Of Concealing 
Stillborn Baby

A Maryland woman has been 
charged with concealing a dead 
body after police say she buried 
her apparently stillborn infant in 
a shallow grave in Virginia. 

Prince William County police 
say 27-year-old Lisa Maria Steele 
of Oxon Hill, Md., gave birth on 
Sept. 19. Steele says the infant was 
stillborn. 

Five days later, police responded 
to a trespassing call in the Nokes- 
ville area and found Steele. Police 
then found the infant’s body bur- 
ied in nearby woods. 

Last week, Steele turned herself 
in to Virginia authorities after they 
obtained an arrest warrant on the 
concealment charge.

The Packers have been sticking 
it to just about everyone all season. 
They lead the NFL in points (382, 
34.7 per game) and are near or at the 
lead in many other offensive catego- 
ries. Rodgers is having the lights- 
out sort of season that Tom Brady 
had in leading the Patriots to their 
perfect regular season in 2007. 

Indeed, there are several simi- 
larities between these Packers and 
those Patriots, including a heavy 
concentration on passing, a nice 
mix of veterans and youngsters, 
and a well-established coaching 


staff with a strong ability to adapt 
during games. 

To their credit, the Packers 
aren’t totally ignoring the perfec- 
tion chatter.

Suh 
has three days to appeal the sus- 
pension, and if he does, the league 
plans to expedite the hearing to 
make a decision before the Lions 
play the Saints. 

Suh can’t practice or be at the 
Lions’ practice facility for any rea- 


son during the suspension. 

Earlier this season, the reigning 
NFL defensive rookie of the year 
requested a meeting with Goodell to 
discuss his play after he drew sever- 
al penalties. Suh said he had a bet- 
ter understanding of the rules after 
that meeting four weeks ago. 

And yet he will be watching the 
Lions (7-4) scramble to keep up in 
the NFC wild-card race after what 
the league said was his fifth vio- 
lation of on-field rules in his first 
two years in the NFL. 

Suh has already been fined 
three times for roughing up quar- 
terbacks and another time for 
unsportsmanlike conduct. He leads

Simply ‘Happy’ 

I like my comedy to be different, 
especially on television. Whether it’s 
the dark, absurdest observations 
of “Louie," the themed episodes of 
“Community" or the nested structure 
of “How I Met Your Mother," I give 
more credit to shows that generate 
humor in unconventional ways. 

So when “Happy 
Endings," a single- 
camera sitcom about 
six Chicago 30-some- 
things, premiered in 
April, I wrote it off 
as another “Friends" 
clone doomed for 
cancellation. But after 
ABC unexpectedly picked up the low- 
rated series for a second season, a 
friend persuaded me to give it a shot. A 
week Later, I had a new favorite show. 

“Happy Endings" (Wed., 9:30 p.m.) 
mixes what I Like — pop culture riffs, 
quick punch Lines and goofy physical 
comedy —with a refreshingly straight- 
forward approach. There’s no need to 
Google obscure references or follow 
complex plot twists. It’s quirk free of 
gimmick, which isn’t to say the show 
doesn’t get weird. See: Max (Adam 
Pally) and Penny’s (Casey Wilson) Baby 
Bjorn Halloween costume, above. 

In an era when the best comedies 
push the boundaries of story-telling, 
the sheer simplicity of “Happy End- 
ings" makes it stand out.

The Artist' courts 
audiences and awards 
season acclaim the 
old-fashioned way 

Film 

“The Artist” is a dream for film fans, 
a dilemma for movie-marketing 
executives. In an age of wide-screen 
3-D, rainbow-colored, star-driven 
spectacles, how do you sell a black- 
and-white film shot in a 2-D boxy 
format, with no A-listers and barely 
a word of spoken dialogue? 

There’s only one answer. Make 
people love it so much they do the 
selling for you, talking it up as one of 
the freshest, cleverest and sweetest 
movies they’ve seen in awhile. 

A throwback to the silent-film 
era, “The Artist” has been winning 
over audiences since premiering 
at last May’s Cannes Film Festival 
and could become the first seri- 
ous silent contender at the Acade- 
my Awards since the earliest years 
of the Oscars. 

A couple years ago, French writ- 
er-director Michel Hazanavicius felt 
utterly alone thinking that a silent 
movie might have a place in today’s 
digital cinema era. “It’s something 
I had in mind for a long, long time, 
but it’s very hard to find the money,” 
he says. “It was like a fantasy. Oh, 
my dream would be to produce a 
silent movie. And people would say, 
‘Yeah, yeah, but in real life, what do 
you want to do?”’ 

Then came Hazanavicius’ two 
“OSS 117” spy spoofs, both hits in 
France. With fresh box-office clout,

“Every- 
body thought I was crazy, and then 
I found someone more crazy than I 
was,” Hazanavicious says. 

Hazanavicius recruited French 
star Jean Dujardin, his “OSS 117” 
leading man, for the title role of “The 
Artist,” 1920s Hollywood silent-film 
sensation George Valentin, whose 
fortunes abruptly slide as the sound 
era takes over. 

As George tumbles from the 
top to the bottom, rising talkies 
star Peppy Miller (Berenice Bejo) 
becomes a guardian angel trying 
to look out for her former idol. 

Shot in Los Angeles, “The Artist” 
grandly re-creates old Hollywood 


and beautifully weaves from com- 
edy to melodrama, lively action to 
clever dance numbers. Almost all of 
the dialogue is told the old-fashioned 
way — through title cards — but 
“The Artist” is far from silent. The 
film features a gorgeous, jazzy musi- 
cal score and brilliant sound effects 
that pop from the speakers. 

Hazanavicius hopes audiences 
come out for his quaint little silent 
film, but it’s now up to fans to do 
the talking and persuade other peo- 
ple to turn up. “I’m sure that peo- 
ple are scared,” he says. “Everybody 
was scared from the very beginning. 
But they have to trust themselves, 
and they will enjoy it, if they come.”

Ready for What’s Next 


Rapper Freddie Gibbs 
shows promise on 2 
new releases, but he 
needs new company 


Album Review 

Freddie Gibbs’s best attribute as a 
rapper is that he’s a really good rap- 
per. That’s neither the answer to a 
riddle nor a plainly obvious state- 
ment, as smart storytelling and 
dexterity on the mike are no lon- 
ger all that’s needed to become one 
of the genre’s biggest superstars. 
Gibbs lacks those other traits — an 
outsize personality, a star-studded 
entourage, a multimedia mindset 
— common in today’s chart-top- 
pers and headliners. 

So it would seem that Gibbs 
is resigned to the fate of being a 
favorite of rap purists, with his 
no-nonsense gangsta tales appeal- 
ing mostly to those who think the 
genre peaked in 1993. But a pair 
of new releases show Gibbs doesn’t 
need to reinvent himself in order 
to find a spark, he simply needs to 
keep new company. 

The mixtape “Cold Day in 
Hell” and EP “Thuggin”’ show- 
case Gibbs in his element — but 
in slightly different surroundings

that freshen his sound. That’s not 
immediately apparent on “Cold 
Day,” which features “Rob Me a 
[Expletive]” and “187 Proof’ among 
its first tracks. They are clinical 
if a bit cold, with Gibbs fighting 
to be heard over imposing beats. 
But when the soundtrack is less 
forceful, Gibbs keeps going hard, 


as tracks such as “B.A.N.ned” and 
“So Amazin’ ” feature softer beats 
that don’t compromise his trade- 
mark toughness. 

Even more promising is “Thug- 
gin’,” a collaborative EP with under- 
ground beat master Madlib. The 
title track finds Gibbs spitting rap- 
id-fire verses that serve the title, but 
this time over a spare and under- 
stated symphonic beat. Gibbs is not 
a shouter, and the subdued track 
makes him sound more authori- 
tative and sets up what should be 
a winning template — give him a 
stark beat and get out of the way.
